ALABAMA—WMobile.—Month of April, 1897. Estimated population, 
37,817. Total number of deaths, 69—white, 39 ; colored, 30, including 
phthisis pulmonalis, 10. 

MICHIGAN.—Reports to the State board of health from 72 observers 
for the week ended May 22 indicate that diarrhea, intermittent fever, 
tonsilitis, and rheumatism increased and erysipelas and inflammation of 
_ kidneys decreased in area of prevalence. Phthisis pulmonalis was 
reported present in 172 places, measles at 91 places, diphtheria in 27 
places, scarlet fever at 23 places, enteric fever at 18 places, and whoop- 
ing cough at 17 places. 

NEw York.—Month of April, 1897. Reports to the State board of 
health from 8 districts, including New York City, Brooklyn, and 147 
other cities, towns, and villages, show a total of 10,325 deaths, includ- 
ing diphtheria, 360; enteric fever, 79; measles, 99; phthisis pulmo- 
nalis, 1,158 ; smallpox, 7, and whooping cough, 90. 

The Monthly Bulletin says : 


There were 10,325 deaths in April, a daily average of 344, against 373 
in March, the death rate having fallen from 20.50 per 1,000 population 
annually to 19.00, there having been 1,200 fewer deaths. From zymotic 
diseases the number of deaths in the two months was exactly the same, 
though relatively more in April from the decrease iu deaths from other 
causes. The decrease has been in acute respiratory diseases, from which 
there were 700 fewer deaths, other local diseases showing no change in 
mortality except diseases of the circulatory organs, which the average 
of past years shows to cause the greatest number of deaths at this season 
(March and April). There is also a decrease in the mortality from old 
age and from unclassified causes. Compared with April, 1896, the total 
mortality is a little smaller, the zymotic mortality being less, and that 
from acute respiratory diseases being decreased by 200, other local dis- 
eases being somewhat increased. It is estimated that the grippe epi- 
demic, which has caused during the preceding three months 2,500 
deaths, of which 1,500 occurred in March, exaggerated the mortality of 
this month by about 500 deaths. Measles continues throughout the 
State, but it is causing a much smaller mortality than a year ago. 
Smallpox caused 7 deaths in New York City. Other zymotic diseases 
have an identical prevalence with last month and that of April, 1896 ; 
9.5 per cent of the deaths were from these diseases, 10.5 of the deaths in 
urban parts of the State being zymotic, and 6.5inthe rural. Consump- 
tion caused 1,158 deaths, 11.5 per cent of the deaths of urban and 10.3 
per cent of the rural districts being from this cause. The central pari 
of the State shows the lowest mortality from acute respiratory diseases.

Smallpox and yellow fever in Cuban seaports. 


May 29: The United States sanitary inspector at Habana reports that 
during the week ended May 27 there were in that city 19 deaths from 
yellow fever, with 75 new cases, and 40 new cases of smallpox, with 5 
deaths. 

May 24: The United States consul at Cardenas reports that during 
the week ended May 22 there were in that city 4 deaths from yellow 
fever, and 7 cases and 1 death from smallpox. 

May 24: The United States consul at Cienfuegos reports that during 
the week ended May 23 there was in that city 1 death from yellow fever. 

May 28: The United States consul at Matanzas reports that during 
the two weeks ended May 26 there were in that city 4 deaths from small- 
pox and 1 death from yellow fever. 

May 24: The United States consul at Sagua la Grande reports that 
during the week ended May 22 there were in that city 23 new cases 
reported from yellow fever, and 18 cases 1 death from smallpox. 


Sanitary report from Habana. 


HABANA, CuBA, May 29, 1897. 


Sir: I have the honor to inform you that enteric fever and intestinal 
diseases are prevailing here to a considerable extent. Yellow fever, 
though still confined to Spanish troops, is slowly increasing, there having 
been 19 deaths from it in the last week. The mortality from smallpox 
continues to diminish and there were only 5 deaths from it during the 
last seven days. 

Mortuary report.—During the week ended May 27 there were 228 
deaths from all diseases in this city. Nineteen were caused by yellow 
fever, with approximately 75 new cases; 5 were caused by smallpox, 
with 40 new cases approximately ; 13 were caused by enteric fever, 7 by 
so-called pernicious fever, 1 by paludal fever, 7 by dysentery, 20 by 
enteritis, 3 by diphtheria, 1 by measles, 4 by pneumonia, and 33 by 
tuberculosis. 

All of the 19 deaths from yellow fever during the week occurred among 
Spanish soldiers in the military hospitals. 

Four of the deaths from smallpox were civilians in the city while the 
remaining 1 was a Spanish soldier. The weather continues dry and not 
particularly warm.

Sanitary reports from Santiago. 


SANTIAGO DE CuBA, May 15, 1897. 


Str: I have the honor to inform you that the sanitary condition of 
Santiago de Cuba has grown worse this week. Eighty-two deaths have 
been reported, 18 more than last week. Of these, 28 were from dysen- 
tery, 10 from enteritis, 6 from tuberculosis, 7 from remittent and 5 from 
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pernicious fevers, and 2 from yellow fever; the rest from common dis- 
eases of noncontagious character. 

Some eases of beriberi have been reported and have caused a great 
deal of alarm among the white population. I doubt the truth of the 
report, as no death has been reported from it and the disease has always 
been considered as beyond the reach of medical science, especially the 
severe form of the disease. Dysentery is causing many deaths. Diar- 
rhea also is prevailing to a large extent, owing to the scarcity and bad 
quality of the food. 

A charity kitchen has been established and about 2,000 rations are 
distributed daily.

SANTIAGO DE CuBA, May 22, 1897. 


Srr: I have the honor to inform you that the number of deaths 
reported this week is 80. Of these, 32 were from dysentery, 15 from 
diarrhea, 3 from tuberculosis, and 2 from remittent and 5 from pernicious 
fevers; the rest from noncontagious diseases. Smallpox is breaking out 
again, and I have several cases under treatment. The steamship Mexico 
left this port for Colon, and had to put back, owing to several cases of 
smallpox appearing on board, and was not allowed to discharge cargo or 
landthe passengers. She wasquarantined two days here in Santiago. As 
she touches at the port of New York, I think it would be well to keep a 
sharp lookout for her sanitary history and condition. Several cases of 
yellow fever are reported at the military hospital, but there has been 
no death from it this week. Dysentery increases to alarming propor- 
tions, and the mortality from it increases daily. Diarrhea also pre- 
vails to a large extent. I can see no reason but the lack of proper food 
and concentration of a starving population in the city for the great 
pumber of cases that present themselves.

Smallpox in Aden. 


ADEN, ARABIA, April 26, 1897. 


Srr: Since writing to you several weeks ago in regard to smallpox 
being in Hodeida the disease has gotten a small start in this place, and 
in order to get full particulars I addressed an official letter to the authori- 
ties, asking them to please give me weekly reports of the disease so long 
as it was in the place, so that I could forward the same to Washington. 
In response to this request a report was sent to me by the assistant resi- 
dent, giving a statement of the smallpox for the week closing April 23, 
namely, 28 cases and 1 death. * * * Iam inclined to believe it will 
soon be out of the place as every means is being taken by the authori- 
ties to stop it.

Rio DE JANEIRO, May 8, 1897. 


Srr: I have the honor to transmit report for the week ended May 1, 
1897 : 

There were 3 deaths from accesso pernicioso, a decrease of 6; 10 
from yellow fever, an increase of 3; 16 from beriberi, an increase of 9 ; 
6 from enteric fever, a decrease of 2; 44 from tuberculosis, an increase 
of 6; none from measles, 1 in the foregoing week, and 322 from all 
causes, an increase of 14. 

The health of the town and port continues in its normal condition 
for the season. 

Since last report the following-named ships have been inspected or 
received bills of health from this office: April 27, steamship Stala, 
British, for Baltimore, Md. April 28, steamship Trojan Prince, British, 
for New York, from Santos. April 29, ship Canada, British, for Norfolk, 
Va.

JAPAN. 
Smallpox and plague. 


YOKOHAMA, May 4, 1897. 


Sir: I have the honor to forward herewith my regular report of 
infectious diseases in Japan, for period April 23 to April 30, inclusive. 

I beg leave to invite your attention to the decline of the epidemic of 
smallpox so far as its territorial distribution is concerned, although the 
daily average of cases is higher than at last return. This disease, which 
has been for so many months epidemic in Kobe, has now almost entirely 
disappeared from that city, but is, as you will note, still severely prev- 
alent in Osaka, but a few miles distant. In Yokohama smallpox can 
scarcely now be said to be epidemic, and the few cases that occur are of 
a mild type. 

The outbreak of plague in Formosa continues, and has spread from

Taiwan, where it was first reported, to Taihoku, in which locality 3 
cases appeared from April 20 to April 27. I am unable to give the 
mortality statistics, but it is said to be a very virulent epidemic. 

I am Officially notified of the presence of epidemic plague in Swatow, 
China, and that the government of Hongkong has taken the precaution, 
unprecedented in the history of that colony, of prohibiting immigration 
from the Swatow district. There seems much reason to suspect that 
cases of plague have occurred also in the Portuguese colony of Macao, 
but a few miles from Hongkong. 

The Japanese authorities are enforcing inspection of vessels coming 
from Formosa, but no quarantine of their crews and passengers, and 
seem inclined to consider all danger obviated provided the ship has 
been seven days at sea without the appearance of the disease.

STATISTICAL REPORTS. 


GREAT BRITAIN—England and Wales.—The deaths registered in 33 
great towns of England and Wales during the week ended May 15, 
correspond to an annual rate of 16.5 a thousand of the aggregate popu- 
lation, which is estimated at 10,860,971. The lowest rate was recorded 
in Norwich, viz, 10.9, and the highest in Salford, viz, 23.0 a thousand. 

London.—One thousand three hundred and thirty-four deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles, 20; scarlet fever, 17 ; 
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diphtheria, 42; whooping cough, 33; enteric fever 6, and diarrhea 12. 
The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate of 15.6 a thou- 
sand. In greater London 1,697 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to an annual rate of 14.1 a thousand of the population. In the ‘‘ outer 
ring’’ the deaths included 7 from diphtheria ; 8 from measles; 2 from 
scarlet fever, and 10 from whooping cough. 

Ireland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended May 15 in the 28 principal town 
districts of Ireland was 25.9 a thousand of the population, The low- 
est rate was recorded in Lurgan, viz, 4.6, and the highest in Carrick- 
fergus, viz, 40.9 a thousand. In Dublin and suburbs 190 deaths were 
registered, including scarlet fever, 3; diphtheria, 1; enteric fever, 2; 
whooping cough, 6, and measles, 6. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended May 8 correspond to an annual rate of 26.7 a thousand of the 
population, which is estimated at 1,518,347. The lowest mortality was 
recorded in Leith, viz, 13.1, and the highest in Glasgow, viz, 23.3 a 
thousand. The aggregate number of deaths registered from all causes 
was 616, including measles, 29; diphtheria, 6, and whooping cough, 34. 
. Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended May 15 correspond to an annual rate of 20.8 a thousand of the 
population, which is estimated at 1,518,347. The lowest mortality was 
recorded in Perth, viz, 13.6, and the highest in Edinburgh, viz, 23.7 a 
thousand. The aggregate number of deaths registered from all causes 
was 620, including measles, 41; scarlet fever, 6; diphtheria 5, and 
whooping cough, 29. 

Dundee.—Month of April, 1897. Estimated population, 140,054. 
Total deaths, 132, including diphtheria, 2, and phthisis pulmonalis, 32.
